V. Claim 79, drawn to a class-of-service provisioning method, classified in 
class 370/395.43 

VI. Claim 80, drawn to a method of restricting the number of concurrent call

VII. Claim 81, drawn to a bandwidth control method, classified in class 
370/468,477 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and lll-VII are related as combination and subcombination. 

Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the combination as

claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed. The subcombination 
has separate utility such as, inventions lll-VII, validation/admission method by 
processing addressing information, restricting burst-size requests whether to 
admit/accept the call based of shape/size of traffic method, a class-of-service 
provisioning method, a method of restricting the number of concurrent call, a bandwidth 
control method. 

Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed. The subcombination has separate utility 
such as a memory structure and array and specific processing in a server node with 
respect to addressing. 

Inventions II and lll-VII are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if 
they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention lll-IV has 
separate utility such as validation/admission method by processing addressing 
information, restricting burst-size requests whether to admit/accept the call based of 
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shape/size of traffic method, a class-of-service provisioning method, a method of 
restricting the number of concurrent call, a bandwidth control method. See MPEP § 
806.05(d). 

Inventions III and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if 
they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention IV has separate 
utility such as restricting burst-size requests whether to admit/accept the call based of 
shape/size of traffic method. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Similarly, inventions III and V, III and VI, III and VII are related as 
subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single combination, and therefore 
they are also restricted for the same reason as above (i.e. inventions III vs. IV). 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
